Nthe behalf of Foreiners, which reſide in England, and of the Exgliſh, who 
are out of their own Countrey, 
To allay the rempelt, which is too often raisgdin the minds of the vulgar 
ſort; and to ſweeten the bitterneſs of a bilious, or cholerick humor againſt 
ſtrangers, *cis good to Confider, | 

x That wiſe Nature produces no animal , although never ſo vile in the eyes of 
others, which deſire not to preſerve his being,and which,confequently,ſeek not the 
means of ſelf-preſervation. 

2 Thatin order to that, and by.Natures Inſtin, Beaſts change often their pas 
tures and quarters : Birds flic from Country to Countrey : and Hiſhes ſwim from 
Sea to Sea, yea enter into our Rivers. 

3 Thatitis likewiſe for that end, that men do off leave their Native Countrey, 
becauſe it is,either too populous, and ſo one cannot live by the other ; or too ſteril, 
and ſo it is not ſufficient tor all ; or that the Airis contrary to their conſtitution z 
or that they have puiflant enemies, or that the taxes are ſo preat, that they cane 
not be born or finaliy,that the Lawsthreatenthem with loſs of liberty or life for 
crime , or do not permit them the free exerciſe of their Religion. | 

4 That God having waa: of ove blond all nations of men, to dwell over all the face 
of the Earth, \t is a mark of Piety, and a duey of Humanity, to cheriſh that bloud. 

$5 That on that ground, the Wiſe and Religious , eſteeming not that perſon a 
firanger, which hath the ſhape of a man, and the knowledge ot God, have in all a- 

es approv'd nEgotiations and converſation with others of theic own ſpecies : and 
0 *ewas free for all totravell from place to place, every one profeſling his Science 
teaching his Art , and working at his Trade , thug to entertain the Communion, 
which ought ro be among all men, by a voluntary communication of the induſiry 
of their wits, the dexterity of their hands, and goods of their countreys. | 
6 That though the Earth have been divided into many Cquntreys,for che habis 
tation and inheritance of ſome Patriarcks,and each Countrey,ſubdivided inco ma- 
ny partsor cantons, for their branches or twigs : yet all thoſe Countreys ( except 
China ) have always been open to perſons of other Nations, who (ſince Gd +:tb 
iven the Earth to the chilaren of men ) might juſtly complain, if they had not the li» 
rty to dwell where it ſeems good to them, in behaving themielves wiſely, living 
according to the laws ot the Land, and not preſuming to play the Criticks in Scais- 
affairs, whether Civil) or Ecclefiaſticall, no not ſo much in the humors nor 1an- 
ners of the Natives. A 7 That 
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7 That ifchis Z:bertie had nor been 2) heretofore, and were not ſtill enjoy'd, 
the proverb of one of the Wile men of old had had no ground, when it was made, 
nor could be now verifyd amongſt us , The wiſe 5 every where in his Countrey,thar 
is,he can live every where, as well as in his Native Soil;as carrying with him his Sci- 
ence, to teach , his Civility to gain love , or his hands,to labour. 

8 That this Liberty of teaching and working every where,is as clear asthe light 
in Hiſtories, both holy and profane: and it is evident, that che grand Apoſtle of 
the Gentiles, made uſe of it to maintain lmſelfin divers Countries by his own la- 
boxr, that he might not be chargeable to the Churches of Goc, As 18, 3.& 20, 
34. 1Cor,4.12. 1 Thi(.2.9. 2 Theſ.3.5. 

9 That God having commanded the Fews ( a covetous, and inkumane nation ) 
to be civil! andcourtceous to ſtrangers : he ſhews himſelf more cruell then a Jew, 
who goes about to expell them out of a Land, where they ( poor ſouls ) indeavour 
to live by their own labor. 

10 That thole Nations, which do refuſe to intertain Strangers, or have nothing 
;in their country to attra& chem, are commonly the lealt Civill, and have but litcle 
of humane Prudence,and divine Knowledpe. 

11 That of all Nations of Exrope, the Englifh and French ſhould love one ano- 
ther beſt, as well for their Vicinity , as for the great Commerce which is 'monglt 
them in time of Peace, and for their Conſanguinitie , there being in this Countrie 
thouſands of Families, which are deſcended from the French, and as many or more 
in Fraxce, whole Progenitors were Engli/fþ. | 

I2 That between the greatelt part of the French, which are in this Countrey, 
and of th' Exg1ifh, thereis another band or tie, ſtronger then fleſh and bloud , and 
:nore conſiderable then Neighbourhood and Negotiation : I mean the Communion 
of Saints for ſince they acknoivledge and adore the lame God , and ſerve him the 
ſame way, indevouring to adjult their thoughts , affections, words, actions tothe 
rule, he hath given them, they ought to love one another dearly, as good Fellow- 
ſervants, Members of one bodie , Children of one Father, and thus Joint. heirs og 
one and the ſame Happineſs. 

13 Thatthe Engliſh are greatly miſtaken in their Calculation or Catalogue of 
the French, living here,eſteeming ſuch all thoſe that ſpeak their congue : lo that the 
high Germans, Switzer; ofthe Freach tongue, Danes, Sweats , Dutch, Walloons, 
and thoſe of Geneva pals for good French in the opinion of many, although in 
truth, there are not here two Naturall Frexch *mongſt ten , which are taken for 
ſuch, or who for their profic, would gladly go for ſuch. | 

14 That ifthe French and other {trangers have any dealing and trading witi 
the Engliſh, it is becauſe theſe, as a free Nation, are willing to make uſe of them, 


delight in their dexterity , and do admire their Inventions, confefling , *cs from 


them, that the Natives have many fine ManutaCtures, and learnt of them pretty 
knacks, and excellent things. 
15 Thaz 
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15 That unlels ic be prov'd, either that thoſe rangers force the Natives of thi 


y - Country, to take their Wares, or to make uſe of their ſervice ; or that the Exgl:/; 


hiye not the liberty co do either, ther's no wiſe man that can condema the Natives 


nor Aliens. 
16 Thar it cannot be ſaid without temeritie , that the Exg/zh, to fyllow their 


caprichio, or fooliſh fancy, employ any Strangers : fince many do', either by re«- 


: ſon of ſome acquaintance or familiarity, they had before with thole Strangers , or 


throngh compaſlion of their poverty , or in contideration of their Religion ; or 
becauſe the commodities and work of thoſe Strangers pleaſe them better , or tha 
they ſtand in need of them, and perhaps that they are cheaper. 

17 That if Aliens have not the Zebeyty to trade and work in tais Country, ma- 
ny of them cannot long ſub(ilt here , yer dare not p09 back into Flanders, where 
the greatelt part of them were born, nor others, into France nor [talre, by reaſon 
of their Religion, and ſo they will be reduc'd to mendicitie, or expos'd to greater 
miſchiefs ; wheras now .by the fruits of their labor and induſtry, they entertain 
many hundreds of poor perſons, and about fixteen Minilters of the holy Goſpel,in 

2 or 13 Churches, they have in this Kingdom. 
138 Thar if they be deprivd of chis Liberty, their Churches, which have been 
ſtabliſhr in this Realm , will infallibly ceaſe and be diſſipated, under the pious and 
rudent government. of our Religious and Gracious Monarch, to the great grief of 

all the Reformed Churches abroad, bur to the great joy of their Adverſaries, who 
will greatly triumph at ſuch a {ad diflipation. And certainly this Auguſt Prince and 
his great Partiament do not intend that theſe poor Churches be brought co no- 
thing : ſince that in their behalf they have of late inſerted an Article or Provilo in 
the At of Uniformity : and it isa wonder to lee, that thoſe who acknowledge,thac 
the King of England is allo King of France, and Defender of the Faith , can find 
in their hearts to bandie themſelves againſtchoſe , who,upon that account, are his 
Subjefts z and murmur again(t their brethren , the poor Proteſtants ; fince both 
come into this Countrey , to live Peaceably and Religiouſly,under the proteRion 
which he ows them, as King to his good Subjects, and as Defender of the Faith, 
unto Religious Souls, faithtull Chriſtians, and holy Members of the Son of God. 

19 Thar iftheir Churches (which God torbid ) be thus difperſt , many of. the'r 
Members will be able to fay with the Prophet /eremie, in a {piricuail ſenſe ; The 
Jong children ak bread, and no man breaks it unto them : For, underſtanding none 
or bur little Engliſh, there will be here no man to afford them the bread of lite, and 
© direct them in the ways of their ecernal! ſalvation , in preaching unto them the 
Golpel of Chriſt, in French, low Dutch, and [ralias : and fo this Land will ceaſe to 
ea place of Retuge and Conlolation to thoſe poor Proteitants, who are perſecuted 
in their own Countries. 

20 That tinally,many of the Engiiſh, whom paſſion and private intere(t ſtir up 
againſt ſtrangers, have been, they and cheir fore-fathers, in a condition to implore 
their

; their courteous Neighbours help : Their Grandfathere, ia Queen Aaries days ; 
ant they thomielves, during the late troubles of this Stare. They may read in their 
Riitories and in Biſhop 7 ovcl, who ſpeaks of it by experience, the good uſage of 
neighbouring Nations to their Relig:ous Anceſtors : And concerning themlelves, 
, they know, how they have been treated abroad, during theſe horrid diſorders. It 
well, as moſt of them have becn , yea by perſons diſſenting from them in many 
points of Religion , both Grautude and Generohity oblige them to render like for 
Iike, in ſhewing to {trangers as much Charity and Civility, as they have receiv'd in 
their want. It 2/, as it mult be conteit, too many have been ſo, yea by perſons 
who ow'd them more Civilities, they know full well, that vengeance is forbid, and 
that God commands them to rencer good for evill. And nioraver, they know a= 
gain, that theſe poor ſouls, who live here among them, are not the vile perſons, 
who in their preſſing wants, refus'd them the etfefts, Humanity did then require 
(not to ſpeak here of what was due to the Greatneſl , Bloud and Merits of ſome of 
them) but that theſe duties were deni'd, by meer T ygers in humane ſhape; by heart; 
moſt barbarous, and by minds altogether wild, which they muſt not propoſe unto 
themſelyes, as fair models of their vertuous actions. 


As man it Rational, aud thus oblig'a to aft always according to the rules , Reaſon 
diftates, and Faſtice does require ; 1 have no canſe to donbt, that theſe Conſiderations 
do not powr fully invite us to caſt meft gracious looks one upon another, to love any man 
tenderly, and to ſeth and embrace all occaſions te ſerve others , as we are deſirons to be 
alfitedio OHr Wants.
